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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed 01/16/2007. Claims 8, 
1 1-13, and 18 were canceled and claims 1-7, 9-10, and 14-17, and 19-21 are now 
pending, wherein claims 1-7 and 9-10 are drawn to a copolymer and claims 14-17 and 
19-21 are drawn to an electronic device. 

Examiner's Amendment

However, Kim et al.'864 do not teach or fairly 
suggest the claimed copolymer and the device comprising it. 

Kim et al.'974 disclose a fluorene based alternating copolymer to be used as light 
emitting materials for an electroluminescent device:

(abstract; col. 6, lines 1-5; Table 1 -Examples 12-13; claim 1). However, Kim et al/974 
do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed copolymer and the device comprising it. 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
